BRITISH JEWS SET NOVEMBER 
AS” DEFENSE MONTH” AS HATE GROWS 


LONDON, (JAT)—The month of November was set aside 
this- week by the Board of Deputies of British Jews as “De- 
fense Month” in view of increasing anti-Semitism in the British 
Isles. A meeting of the Board heard Dr. Selig Brodetsky, presi- 
dent of the organization, assert that there are “indications of 
large-scale preparations for all-out attacks against the Jews in 
Britain.” 

A resolution adopted by the Board provides that during 
‘Defense Month,” the Jewish community in Britain will con- 
tentrate on raising $800,000 for the purpose of combatting anti- 
Jewish propaganda. Several speakers at the meeting warned 
that anti-Semitic elements in Britain are attempting to exploit 
the “present international situation by arousing mass sentiment 
against Jews.” 

Warning against the theory that anti-Semitism can be re- 
moved by a “clever trick,” Prof. Brodetsky declared that “it is 
& constant danger threatening Jews throughout history.” He 
urged Zionists not to believe that Zionism is the “panacea 
against this evil” and called on them to participate fully in de- 
fense activities, “since not only British Jewry but the state of 
Israel is threatened by anti-Semitism abroad.”

Mi. Scopus Jews 
Relieved By UN 


JERUSALEM (JTA)—For the 
first time in about two months 
some 35 Jewish guards on duty 
en demilitarized Mt. Scopus were 
this week relieved and replaced 
by fresh troops who arrived in 
a U.N. convoy. This follows the 
arrival of the first food and wa- 
ter supply convoy on the height 
earlier this week. Other guards 
who were not relieved will prob- 
ably be replaced later, 

An air alert sounded here this 
week when one Arab plane ap- 
proached the city and dropped 
two bombs in the suburbs. No 
casualties nor damage resulted 
and the plane was driven off by 
Israeli anti-aircraft fire. An 
Israeli communique revealed 
that Egyptian artillery and ma- 
chineguns were particularly ac- 
tive in the Ramath Rachael, 
Arnona and Mekor Haim sectors, 
south of the city. 

The UN convoy which wended 
its way to the Hadassah Hospital 
and Hebrew University grounds 
which are now under UN con- 
trol, consisted of two buses with 
35 policemen, one truck with 10 
university and Hadassah work- 
ers and 10 Hadassah women 
workers. The convoy was headed 
by Col. V. Millet, chief UN ob- 
server in Jerusalem, and was 
escorted by Arab vehicles at the 
head and rear of the convoy.

Abdullah vigorously denounced 
the new government, which has 
its seat in Gaza, almost as soon 
as it was formed and demanded 
its dissolution. Gaza is in that 
portion of the southern Arab Pal- 
estine coastal plain deeded to the 
Arabs by the UN partition deci- 
sion and held by Egyptian forces. 

The current fighting is taking 
place a few miles from Gaza and 
could also be regarded, observers 
said, as an Egyptian bid to 
strengthen its hold on that part 
of Arab Palestine, 


UN Will Complete 


Genocide Ban 

PARIS—(JWNS) — The _ geno- 
cide convention outlawing mass 
murder on a racial or national 
basis was slated this week for 
completion at the current session 
of the United Nations General 
Assembly. 


Without a single objection, the 
legal committee of the UN, which 
is in charge of drafting the pro- 
posed ban, agreed on a text to 
be submitted immediately. 

The text is based on an outline 
prepared by Herbert Evatt, the 
Australian representative, which 
he submitted last year to the UN 
Economic, Social and Cultural 
Organization. 





The proposed ban will place 
political groups under its protec- 
tion and will provide for punish- 
ment by national courts for vio- 
latons.

UPA Resignation Still Total Mystery 


AZEC Says Montor Activities 
Clash With Appeals to Truman

W YORK—(NJP)—The American Zionist Emergency Coun- 
cil this week confirmed reports that General Zionist Henry Montor 
had set up committees to contact President Truman on train stops 
of his political campaign. In all other respects, Montor’s resignation 
as executive director of the United Palestine Appeal continued to 
be shrouded in deepest mystery. 

Montor, a leading member of the Committee for Progressive 
Zionism, formal internal opposition to the present leadership of the 
Zionist Organization of America, notified the UPA of his resignation 
two weeks ago. 

The resignation climaxed months of unconfirmed reports 
that ZOA leaders were determined to oust Montor from his 
UPA post and. his job as executive vice-chairman of the giant 
United Jewish Appeal. 

Dr. Israel Goldstein, chairman of the UPA, said Montor ate 
tended a UPA meeting last week but that decision on acceptance of 
his resignation had been postponed “for lack of full discussion.” 

Montor, who did not attend a hastily called previous UPA 
meeting, did attend the meeting last week. However, Goldstein re- 
fused to discuss the situation and Montor has not been available 
to the press. j 

An AZEC source said that the Emergency Council has had spe- 
cial committees meet with President Truman on his campaign stops 
to ask de jure recognition, a loan and U. S. support of Israel’s bid 
for United Nations membership. 

The spokesman said that in many cases the AZEC and the 
Montor committees have worked together but in some cities, 
notably Los Angeles, directives from Montor reprtedly clashed 
with the work of the AZEC committees. 

Why Montor should have some of committees working with 
the AZEC groups in some cities and in conflict with them in others 
was only one of the many unexplained mysteries in the strange case, 

President Emanuel Neumann of the ZOA said last week that 
reports that Montor had started a campaign of personal Zionist 
political activity were correct. 

Dr. Neumann told The Post last week that the issue was one 
for AZEC, not the ZOA, to deal with, The AZEC spokesman said 
Montor’s activities were “not within the framework” of AZEC.

STERNISTS SUBMIT TO ARMY 


AFTER COMIC OPERA JAILBREAK 


JAFFA, Israel—After a full day of indecision, the Israeli Gove 
ernment cracked down this week on a group of Sternists who ese 
caped from Jaffa prison in a break that made a mockery of governs 
ment authority. 

The 200 Sternists, rounded up in the Government's so-far une 
successful hunt for the killers of 
Count Folke Bernadotte, took

control of the Jaffa prison and 
about 100 left the jail. 

None of them left the Tel Aviv- 
Jaffa area and the whole break 
had a comic opera aspect. Some 
of the Sternists sipped beer with 
their erstwhile prison guards .in 
an Arab cafe near the prison. 
Other bathed in the Mediterran- 
ean. Others. strolled through 
Jaffa streets. 

Sternists Boast 

Most of the 100 returned to the 
jail and the remainder, except for 
a handful, were easily rounded 
up. The Sternists had boasted 
they could break out of the jail 
at any time and the guards put 
up little, if any, resistance. 

The refusal of the Sternists 
te accept Israeli Government 
authority ended at dawn Sun- 
day when the Israeli army sent 
special shock troops who threw 
a cordon around the prison and 
issued an ultimatum. 

The Sternists were given 175 
minutes to file out in groups of 
five for search and transport to 
the Acre military fortress, or face 
military action. They accepted the 
ultimatum and were taken to 
Acre where they were placed in 
cells under army, instead of civ- 
Bian guard.

Nathan Friedman-Yellin, chief 
of the Sternists and leader of its 
terrorist splinter arm, the Fa- 
therland Front, was not involved 
in the break. He had been taken 
to a place of secret custody after 
his arrest last week.

The decision stems from the recent U. §, 
Supreme Court ruling“against such programs 
and from opposition recently expressed by the 
National Community Relations Advisory Coun- 
ceil, the Synagogue Council and the local CRC, 

The opposition pointed out, before the action 
was finally decided on, that the program had 

_ been entered into only after full consideration 
had been given to the effect that non-participa 
tion might have on the Jewish community in 
its relations with other religious groups, 

Foes also argued that withdrawal at this 
time might work some injury on such rela- 
tions. Local rabbis favored continued partici- 
pation. Rabbis in northern California sup- 
ported withdrawal. 

The Community Council recommended that 
obligations to the local Inter-Faith Couneil, 
which conducts the release time program, be 
fulfilled during the school year which started 
last month. Hence formal withdrawal was post 
poned until next February.

Though Jewish leaders are dis- 
turbed, they recognize the impli- 
cations involved in the hearing. 
The Jewish community centers 
feel that the spotlight has been 
unfairly played on them. They 
have prided themselves on the 
fact that they were providing the 
general community with cultural 
opportunities for all, regardless 
of race, color, creed or political 
beliefs. They believed that in pro- 
viding the community with an 
open forum, they were function- 
ing in the best traditions of 
American democracy. 

Those policies had been for- 
mulated at a time when there 
were no investigating commit- 
tees or subversive lists. The 
question Jewish leaders here 
were posing was this: are they 
to be put in a position where 
they must either ignore the De- 
partment of Justice and the 
Tenney subversive lists or create 

a special list of their own? 

Jewish leaders insisted this was 
not a matter which concerned on- 
ly a Jewish community center and 
not only in Los Angeles but all 
United States communities. They 
said every organization which 
has a meeting hall may have to 
deal with this issue.

Eliot Great Poet 

But his Fascist Friends? 
“The Greatest Poet in the 
World,” is the way N. Zolowitz 
describes T.S. Eliot in the For- 
ward.

Gide, in his recently trans- 
lated diary, makes the charac- 
teristic remark: “I suffered yes- 
terday because I had no one to 
talk to all day except some Jews.” 

Ironically, this attack on Gide 
appeared in the DAY on a page 
opposite the photograph of Lud- 
wig Lewisohn, Professor of Li- 
terature at Brandeis University. 
Lewisohn almost worships Gide.

Ask Mr. Perlroth in the 





Spain May Show

MADRID—The Spanish Gov- 


ernment has agreed to re-examine 
a ban against the showing of 
“Gentleman’s Agreement” after 
Eric A. Johnston, president of the 
Motion Picture Association of 
America, intervened in the dis- 
pute, it was announced this week. 

Johnston had an_ interview 
with Alberto Martin Artajo, for- 
eign minister had informed him 
“it is Spanish policy and good 
Christian doctrine to promote cor- 
dial understanding love amongst 
all peoples, irrespective of race 
or creed, and this specifically in- 
cluded Jews.” 

The ban created some inter- 
national excitement because the 
original version of the ecclesi- 
astical statement barring the 
film, according to the N.Y.

Spanish officials subsequently 
disavowed the alleged anti-Sem-

RAPS FOES OF TRANSFER MOVE 


CINCINNATI—The executive 


board of the Union of America 


Hebrew Congregations struck back for the first time this week a 
a group of foes of a proposal to move UAHC national headquarter 


from here to New York. 


In a carefully-documented statement, the “board, over the sig 


nature of chairman Jacob Aron- 
son, presented answers to the 
charges of a national committee 
to retain the headquarters here. 

The committee issued an ap- 
peal to the 90,000 Reform Jew- 
ish laymen and women in the 
US., asking support in the 
fight to win delegates to the 
Nov. 14-17 UAHC convention 
in Boston. (NJP Aug. 20) 

Aronson accused the opposi- 
tion group of “misapprehen- 
tions” and listed four arguments 
which led to the board to reco- 
mend the transfer, 

These were: 

1, New York is the organiza- 
tional center of American and 
World Jewry and “therefore, the 
Union must have its headquar- 
ters in New York in order to 
take its place in the Councils of 
Jewish organizational life.” 

2. New York is the center of 
religious life. 

3. New York includes the larg- 
est Jewish Community “both in 
America and in the world—there- 
fore, national headquarters of 
the Union will enable Reform or 
Liberal Judaism to fulfill its mis- 
sion in winning the masses of the 
unaffiliated, a task too monumen- 
tal for a regional office, however 
effective.” 

4. “New York is the supreme 
focal point of contact with the 
constituent members of the 
Union—most congregants visit 
New York at some time during 
the year,thus providing the

Census To Stari 


For Israel Elections 


TEL AVIV, Israel—The Israeli 
Provisional Government an- 
nounced this week that a census 
will be taken this month for the 
coming elections for the Con- 
stituent Assembly, now unofificial- 
ly set for Dec. 15. 

Only resumption of wide scale 
fighting will prevent the elec- 
tions again, Government sources 
said. 

Tied in with the registration 
was the issue of a law defining 
Israeli citizenship. Originally, the 
Provisional Government had 
planned to issue a decree defining 
Israeli citizenship as the basis of 
the right to vote. 

Those plans were dropped be- 
cause Officials decided that the 
Constituent Assembly, which will 
be the first truly elected body in 
the Jewish State, should do the 
defining. 





Holyoke Jews Mark 


75th Anniversary 
HOLYOKE, Mass.—(NJP)— 
A mammoth pagent to mark 
the 75th anniversary of Hoaly- 
oke’s founding last week in- 
eluded an impressive float en- 
tered by local Jewry. 

Both the local synagogue and 
the Jewish Community Cen- 
ter peoled their resources to 
join the community-wide cel- 
ebration last week, which was 
also an anniversary for the 
Jewish community. The first 
local Jewish settlement started 
in the same year that Holyoke 
was incorporated as a city. 


Czech Jews Fleeing, 
Journalist Reports 


VIENN A—(JTA)—At least 
1000 Czech Jews have fied 
Czechoslovakia since the recent 
change of government, Gisela 
Tauber a Jewish journalist, de- 
clared upon her arrival here 
from Prague. She crossed the 
border illegally. 

Miss Tauber said that mem- 
bership of the Jewish Commu- 
nity Council of Prague and the 
Federation of Jewish Communi- 
ties has been cleared of most 
persons who “refuse to bow to 
the Communists.” She added 
that most of the positions on 
both bodies have been filled by 
Communists as a majority of the 
former leaders of the groups 
fled the country, mostly to Paris. 

Administrative barriers have 
virtually halted emigration to 
all countries except Israel, Miss 
Tauber asserted, adding that as 
a result many Jews in Prague 
have applied for Israeli visas. 
The Jewish communities of many 
provincial centers, such as Tep- 
litz and Reichenberg, have been 
depleted by legal and_ illegal 
emigration, she said. The trans- 
fer of valuable property such as 
jewels, silverware, furs and rugs 
is frequently prevented by offi- 
cials, in the absence of regula- 
tions governing their export, 
Miss Tauber reported. 

She also said that many Jew- 
ish refugees from other Eastern 
European nations arriving in 
Prague are “not permitted to re- 
ceive” relief assistance on orders 
of Egon Kohn, whom Miss Tau- 
ber idersttifies as a leading mem- 
ber of the Prague Jewish Com- 
munity and the Communist Par- 
ty. She also confirmed that Os- 
car Krasnansky, head of the 
Czech Zionist movement, has 
been arrested. 





Jewish Vet Honored 


NEW YORK — (WNS) — Dr.

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AMERICANS IN ISRAEL SEEK 
THEIR GWN KIBBUTZ PATTERNS 


By M. Z. FRANK 





HE TWO kibbutzim (cooperative settlements) which impressel 

me most on my recent visit to Israel were Kfar Ruppin and 
Kfar Glickson. I spent four days in one and, unfortunately, only a 
couple of hours in the other. 

Kfar Ruppin consists almost entirely of West European Jews, 
of young people who had not grown up in a traditional Jewish en- 
vironment and had not had a good Jewish education, if any at all. 
As a type, the average settler of Kfar Ruppin is closer to the Ameri- 
can Jew than is the East European. 

Kfar Glickson is a General Zionist settlement. In it is situ- 
ated an educational institution, conducted in a spirit much 
nearer the principles of Conservative and Reconstructionist Ju- 
daism than anything in any collective farm in the country. 

If there is going to be a chalutz movement in America em- 
bracing the sons and daughters of the more Americanized Jewish 
homes, these two kibbutzim ought to serve as models for them. 


KIBBUTZIM ARE RURAL COMMUNITIES in which the mem- 
bers own everything in common. Such communities were tried out 
by idealists in several countries, including America, but the ex- 
periments failed. ‘In the Soviet Union they are established by the 
state. In Israel, they succeeded despite the fact that they are 
purely voluntary. 

Outside of the fact that everything is owned in common, there 
is a large variety in the constitution and makeup of the kibbutzim, 
In some, there is no private property at all; in others, personal 
effects are privately owned. In nearly all of them the children 
are brought up in surseries and homes but in some kibbutzim 
children at certain ages must live with their parents; in others, 
only for a numbe r of weeks or months; in yet others, for a number 
of hours per day, etc. 

In most of the kibbutzim it is customary for parents to come 
to the nursery to put their little ones to bed, but even in thatt here 
is no uniform pattern for all kibbutzim. 


THE FIRST KIBBUTZIM WERE FOUNDED by doctrinaire so- 
cialists from Eastern Europe. Later came devout religious Zionists, 
and established their excellent kibbutzim, which are strictly ortho- 
dox in every respect. The oldest kibbutzim are based on the idea 
that the whole of Israel, and eventually the whole world, should 
live in kibbutzim. But the younger settlements contain many who 
simply look upon the kibbutz as the most convenient and most 
economic form of pioneer rural colonization in Israel, without at- 
taching any more importance to it. 

The boys and girls of the General Zionist training farm in 
Woppinger Falls, N. Y., whe are now in Israel, hope in time to 
form a kibbutz of their own. They are inclined more towards 
the Kfar Glickson type than towards the out-and-out socialist 
kibbutz. They want Jewish tradition to be respected; they want 
kosher food in their kitchen; they would prefer to have smaller 
dining rooms than in the older kibbutzim; they would like to 
have better plumbing; they are thinking of other modifications 
in the general type of kibbutz. 

When the director of the educational institution at Kfar Glick- 
son told me: “We want to retain that in Jewish tradition which 
can still have an appeal to our people and discard those which 
have proven themselves to be incapable of holding that appeal,” 
he was expressing an attitude which is shared by many American 
Jews, including the General Zionist chalutzim from Americans I 
met in Israel. 


THE SETTLERS OF KFAR RUPPIN, on the banks of the Jor- 
dan in the Beisan valley, are mostly natives of Czechoslovakia and 
of Germany. They are more methodical, more efficient than the 
settlers in the older, East European kibbutzim and show better taste 
in dress. But they are less temperamentel, less inclined to dog- 
matic discussion and, perhaps, less poetic and less interesting in 
some ways. They have done a splendid piece of work of coloniza- 
tion, though. And, despite the fact that few of them ever attended 
a Hebrew school in Europe, they are stricter in the use of Hebrew 
than many others, and are good fighters and devoted Jews. 

When the Plugat Alliyah grows to a larger movement, its kib- 
butzim in Israel will no doubt take a form of their own, not ex- 
actly like Kfar Glickson, nor exactly like Kfar Ruppin. But they 
will probably be closer to them than to Ein Harod. 
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Operating And Fund Needs Total $160,000,000 





U.S. Communal Outlays 
For 1949 Topic of Special Meet 


NEW YORK-—Local operating and capital funds neeas of Amer- 
ican Jewish communities for next year, which total $160,000,000 and 
are still growing, will be examined at a special conference of the 
30 largest Jewish communities in the U. S. and Canada in Pitts- 
burgs Oct. 23-24. 

The Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds called 
the conference this week to ‘““analyze American Jewry’s 1949 re- 
sponsibilities and formulate joint plans to meet local, Israeli and 
European needs.” 


Stanley C. Myers, CJFWF president, said that the commun.- 
ity representatives will engaged in a “Down-to-Earth working ses- 
sion.” He said the “tremendous responsibilities facing the Jewish 
communities” make it vital that a sound planning foundation be 
laid. 


He said the conference wiil deal with such explosive issues as 
the “assets and liabilities” of independent campaigns by individual 
agencies, joint federation and welfare fund sponsored drives con- 
ducted separately from annual operating appeals, putting capital 
needs into annual welfare fund drives and variations of these 
plans. 

The conference also will dig into the relationship of Israel needs 
te community capacities. The role of the communities in the 1949 
Jewish Appeal also will be discussed. 


‘LOVETT DENIES MARSHALL 
BLOCKED U.S. LOAN TO ISRAEL

Meanwhile, it was authoritative- 
ly learned that Bank officials had 
changed from a discussion of the 
full credit of $100,000,000 to a 
discussion of the possible financ- 
ing of specific projects for Is- 
rael. Consideration of loans in 
relation to specific projects is 
considered standard practice in 
government banking circles as 
well as in private banking circles, 
it was pointed out. 

Distortion Charged 

Herbert E. Gaston, vice-chair- 
man of the board of directors of 
the Bank, told the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency later that he felt 
the report in the New York paper 
was a “quite badly distored” ver- 
sion of the conversation concern- 
ing the matter which he had with 
the reporter by long distance 
phone from New York. He said 
bank officials and representatives 
of the Israeli mission here had 
some time ago discussed the con- 
version of the negotiations re- 
volving around an over-all credit 
to a discussion of individual pro- 
jects. 

“What we actually told them,” 
Gaston said, “was that when con- 
ditions are more stable we can 
consider a specific project.” He 
indicated that Bank procedure 
was to consider only one project 
at a time.

U. S. DP Official 
Says Law Is Unfair 


BAD KISSINGEN (JTA)—The 
first United States-bound ship- 
load of displaced persons will be 
a “showcase enterprise” with a 
balance representation of reli- 


gions, nationalities, trades and 
professions, Ugo Carusi, U. S. 
Commissioner for Displaced Per- 
sons, told correspondents this 
week. 

He said he could give no fig- 
ures as to the number of Jews, 
Catholics and others in this mari- 
time “showcase,” but added that 
most of the passengers represent 
backlog cases and have relatives 
in the United States. “Most of 
the passengers,” he explained, 
“are destined for the northeast- 
ern section of the United States.” 

Carusi implied that the DP 
law enacted last year by Con- 
gress discriminated against the 
Jews in saying that under its 
provisions it was impossible to 
obtain entry for a “fair number” 
of Jewish Dps. He pointed out 
that 20 per cent of the total DP 
population is Jewish but that less 
than 20 per cent of them are eli- 
gible under the act, or fewer 
than four per. cent of the total 
DPs.

and the rights of the individual.” 

The principal address was giv- 
en by Dr. Arthur H. Compton, 
chancellor of Washington Univer: 
sity. 

“The establishment of Bran 
deis University represents an im 
portant extension of the educa 
tional facilities of our nation,’ 
he said. “Its goal, that of sup 
plying the best available higher 
education to students of all orig: 
ins, without regard to race, rel: 
gion or political belief, is repre 
sentative of our best democratit 
tradition.”

The Editor's Chair 

I SUPPOSE you know by now 
my feelings about Jewish college 
fraternities. When I attacked 
them last, my own fraternity, 
Phi Alpha, reprinted my attack 
in its bulletin. 


That set me to thinking, for I 
feel that if I criticized I should 
also try to be constructive, and 
I then began to revolve in my 
mind ideas for perhaps changing 
the attitude of Jewish fraterni- 
ties and sororities on things Jew- 
ish. 





So I wrote to a fraternity 
brother of mine who is a leading 
rabbi, and also to a Jewish lead- 
er who is a past president of the 
National Interfraternity Council, 
or whatever the name _ under 
which the association of all 
fraternities, Jewish and non-Jew- 
ish, goes, and he told me of the 
Sachar Plan, which was devised 
by Dr. Abe L. Sachar. I wrote 
for the Sachar Plan and now I 
have it before me. It is not what 
I had in mind, but I'll give you 
its general outline later. 


My own idea is something 
broader. I would like to see an 
interested committee set up 
whese task would be to work 
with the Jewish fraternities and 
sorerities to make their houses 
Jewish. I think they should ob- 
serve the Sabbath (and probably 
would be willing to if there were 
some concerted move in which 
all fraternities participated on a 
national basis). I think they 
would commemorate all the ma- 
jor Jewish holidays, not to the 
extent that some of us want, but 
certainly so that we would know 
that this fraternity is Jewish not 
only because the members come 
from families which are Jewish. 


For instance, you fraternity 
people whe read this paper, 
do you think the following 
would be asking the impos- 
sible? I ask you to make the 
Friday night meal a festive 
one. I ask you to have some- 
ene light Friday evening can- 
dies, and someone to say the 
Kiddush. I ask even that you 
' sing a few appropriate songs. 

Then I ask that you forego 
yeur Friday night dances. (I 
talked to one rabbi at a large 
midwestern university where he 
opposed the Friday night dances, 
he was outvoted. So the dance— 
at the Hillel House—went on, but 
the rabbi absented himself in 
protest.) 


Then I would hope that the 


fraternity en masse would go to 
| services at the Hillel House, but 
‘I guess I ought to know when 
{enough is enough. But to go on, 
|then Saturday should be as much 
\as possible a day of rest, with 
| perhaps a cultural discussion on 
\a Jewish theme occupying Sat- 
jurday afternoon. 


; The same sort of program for 
Soccoth, and for Purim, and for 
| the other Jewish holidays. I don’t 
‘think that is asking too much. 


Perhaps some national frater- 
nity or sorority already has in- 
stituted such a program. If so, 
I’d like to know more about it. 

The Sachar Plan, which I 
referred to above, was devised 
for Phi Ep. I am giving you the 
first sentence, which is fortunate- 
ly in every case, a topical one, 
of the six paragraphs to the plan. 

1. Our initiation should be 
revised to emphasize the Jew- 
ish nature of our fellowship. 

2. Fraternities should be 
urged to develop their library 
facilities. 

3. Our quarterly can be 
made more effective by the in- 
clusion of items of Jewish in- 
terest. 

4. Our students should be 
urged to cooperate with the 
Jewish agencies on campus. 

5. Alumni should be urged to 
participate fully in Jewish in- 
stitutional life in the communi- 
ties where they live. 

6. I would recommend that 
an annual award be made to 
the person in their country who 
has made the finest contribu- 
tion to the essential Jewish life 
of America. 

Mr. David Paull of Atlantic 
City, N. J., who sent me the copy 
of the Sachar Plan comments as 
follows: 

“I might say, that even 
though we have tried to imple- 
ment the plan, we have not 
been .100% successful. College 
boys being what they are, they 
can be taught by indirection 
and by precept more than they 
can by direct order. I know 
from my conversations with 
many youngsters, that the plan 
sounds too much like “do good- 
ing,” and they fear the “do 
gooders” even more than I do. 
But we continue to try, and 
sooner or later we will sugceed 
in having the greater majority 
of our boys coming out of col- 
lege with a greater Jewish con- 
sciousness than they had when 
they entered. More than that 
we cannot hope for.” 

Exactly what Phi Ep is doing 
to implement the plan besides ex- 
hortations, I don’t know. As I 


_ said, my idea is much broader. I 


would set up this national com- 
mittee, whose first task would be 
to work out a year-round Jewish 
program. The committee would 
make it easy for the fraternities 
by having printed booklets ap 
propriate for Friday night serv- 
ices, and for services on the other 
holidays, including a _ songster. 
Then the committee would use 
all the means available to in- 
fluence the fraternities to in- 
stitute this Jewish program. I’m 
sure all the national Jewish fra- 
ternities would cooperate, as 
would of course the Jewish soror- 
ities. Then with the help of the 
rabbinate, both in and out of 
Hillel, there is a possibility that 
something might be achieved. 
Now who’s going to do this? 
I would ,say the Synagogue 
Council ought to take the lead, 
but I doubt that they have he 
manpower or the necessary 
finances. That brings me back 
to my old whipping boy, the 
B’nai B’rith. B’nai B'rith al- 
ready has to its credit the Hil- 
lel Foundations, so it shouldn’t 
be too much of a burden to 
take on this added work. 
In any event, I’d like to see 
some comment from the frater- 
nity section of our readers.

Who’s Using Semantics? 


ENJAMIN Epstein’s answer to the demand 

from the Large City Budgeting Conference 

of the Council of Federations and Welfare 

Funds appears in the September issue of the 

bulletin of the Anti-Defamation League, of 
which Mr. Epstein is national director. 

Mr. Epstein titles his answer “A Question of 
Semantics,” and belittles the considered opin- 
ion of the leaders of our large Jewish com- 
munities, that by the method of allocating, 
much of the duplication and concomitant wast- 
ed money can be avoided in civic-defense work. 

It is Mr. Epstein who overworks the art of 
semantics in trying to convince his ADL mem- 
bers that allocation is not feasible on the one 
hand, and that the defense agencies have al- 
ready begun to solve the problem of duplica- 
tion, on the other. 

This makes good reading, but does it jibe 
with the facts, and is he taking up the question 
of allocation, or talking about something else 
altogether in his attempt to confuse the issue? 

Here is what Mr. Epstein says: 

“ADL does not allocate to itself the spokes- 
manship for the entire Jewish community. 
Neither, do we believe, does the American Jew- 
ish Committee or the American Jewish Con- 
gress or the Jewish Labor Committee. Each 
represents a sizeable segment of the Jewish 
community. Each maintains a distinct philoso- 
phy and* ideology which it incorporates in its 
operations. Each is supported by a constituen- 
ey which believes in its principles and prac- 
tices.” 

Is this the issue? Of course it isn’t. 

The people who want allocation of function 
do not disagree with Mr. Epstein’s views. They 


do not want, any more than Mr. Epstein wants, 
one single agency to do the thinking and the 
acting for the American Jewish community, 
What they want is something else altogether, 
and The Post is sure that Mr. Epstein has g 
clear conception of what “allocation” involves, 
for it heard him oppose it in Cincinnati at the 
annual convention of the National Community 
Relations Advisory Council. At this conven. 
tion Mr. Epstein’s views were no more popy. 
lar and persuasive than they will be now, 

Allocation means that when a specific prob. 
lem arises, the National Community Relations 
Advisory Council, which is composed of all the 
civic defense agencies, decides which of 
the four agencies (American Jewish Commit. 
tee, American Jewish Congress, Anti-Defama. 
tion League, and the Jewish Labor Committee), 
is best equipped both by experience and by 
manpower, to handle the specific problem, 
That agency then would get the job, but not 
before all the brains of all the agencies had 
devoted their best thinking to the best ap 
proach, methods, etc. 


Opposed to this method is the one now used, 
where either the first agency that learns of 
problem goes to work on the job, or two or 
three go to work on it without consulting each 
other, or there is a fight over who will go to 
work on it. There is no gainsaying that this 
is what happens. Mr. Epstein’s complete ignor. 
ing of the cases even today where there is du. 
plication on important work, indicates that he 
is as adept as anyone in persuasion by circum. 
locution. 


. Sports At Brandeis U. 


R. Al. L. Sachar’s statement at inaugural 
exercises of his Brandeis University, that 
the institution will be devoted to the search 
for truth, brings up the question about a foot- 
ball team. Notre Dame, a Catholic school 
whose fame rests as much on its football team 
as on any other aspect of its functioning, is a 
school of the highest scholastic calibre. 

Will Brandeis U. have a football team, and 
will the Luckmans, the Goldbergs, the Fred 
Signtons, the Harry Newmans, the Benny 
Friedmans be directed to the Waltham Jewish 
campus by inspired Jewish leaders from all 
parts of the country? 

Its a question on which no word has as 
yet been released to the thousands of Jewish 
sports fans throughout the country. 

When Hank Greenberg hit a home run it 


gave a lift to every Jewish baseball fan, as did 
a k. o. by Benny Leonard or Barney Ross. There 
is no denying human nature, and Jews would 
appreciate a championship team at Brandeis as 
much as almost any other achievement of the 
new institution. In fact, this might be the 
means of opening the gates to the necessary 
millions the school will need if it is to develop 
into a leading university. 

Yet for the first few years at least, perhaps 
the question should be ignored. Dr. Sachar will 
have plenty of headaches without having to 
worry about whether or not there should be 
a football rally on Friday night to desecrate 
the Sabbath. The chances are that Brandeis 
will never go in for sports, and if that were the 
decision, there would be no complaint from the 
Jewish Post.

Discipline In Synagogue Needed, Says Rabbi 
A, B. Shouleson in The Jewish Review of Erie 
—Recently in New York we witnessed a very 
interesting experience. Some people drove up 
in their automobile on a Saturday morning to 
the synagogue (a large modern synagogue) to 
attend services. The Trustee at the door re- 
fused them attendance. The Trustee at the 
door stated: “We do not admit anyone who 
drives up on the Sabbath, to our synagogue.” 
It took a great deal of explaining and promis- 
ing for ai exception to be made. 

Reports of a similar incident of “Synagogue 
Discipline” comes from Chicago, from the An- 
she Emet synagogue. Here a ruling was passed 
that the Rosh Hashanah services lasted until 
12 o’clock, that no one be admitted after nine 
o'clock, and that no one be permitted to leave 
the synagogue until the end of the services. In 


addition, we know of many synagogues that 
close their doors at a stated hour preceding the 
Kol Nidre and Yizkor services and do not open 
them until the close of the services. 

Does all this seem arbitrary and dictatorial? 
It is made necessary by “habits of irreverence” 
that have grown up in America in our rela 
tions with the synagogue. The traditional sym 
agogue of our grandparents was no “Kaddish- 
factory.” The people whose memories are i 
voked never came to the synagogue to recite 4 
hurried “El Molay” and run. 

We need a disciplin to break these habits 
and return to the synagogue the dignity it de 
serves. Several years of such policies in any 
synagogue will make their fulfillment habitual 
and thus return te the synagogue its tradition 
al respect. 
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Readers Rap Communist Cohen:

In a recent issue, the amazing 
statement appears in a letter by 
the chairman of the Indianapolis 
Communist Party, that there are 
no concentration camps in So- 
yiet Russia.

This last is the testimony of 
pr. Julius Margolin, before the 
war a Zionist leader in Poland. 
In the past, he dubbed critics

of the Soviet Union as “reaction- 
ary.” But after his own exper- 
ience in concentration camps, 
where he was thrown for non- 
Communism, he wrote, “The last 
seven years have made of me a 
convinced and ardent foe of the 
Soviet system. I hate this sys- 
tem with all the strength of my 
heart and all the power of my 
mind. What I have seen there 
has filled me with horror and 
disgust, which will last to the 
end of my days... Millions of 
men are perishing in the camps 
of the Soviet Union.” 

This year, appeared “Tell The 
West,” by Jerszy Gliksman, pub- 
lished by Gresham Press. This 
book tells the true story of the 
sufferings of a Polish Jew in 
the slave camps of Russia. It 
has been warmly and respectful- 
ly received by all critics except 
avowed Communists. There are 
also millions of Christians suffer- 
ing at forced labor in Russia at 
the presené time.

YIDDISH REPORT oN WINNIPEG 
ALSO WRONG, SAYS CANADA ‘JEW 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 
It would appear that the Yid- 
dish dailies will have to smarten 


up on their information about 
Jewish Canada. Your issue of 
September 24 had a letter from 
my friend Sammy Abramson of 
New York City noting that the 
“Yiddish Digest Report on Jew- 
ish Office Holders in Quebec 
Wrong.” Now I would like to 
bring to the attention of your 
readers that in your “Digest of 
the Yiddish Press” the leading 
item tells of a visit to Winnipeg 
by Dr. N. Sverdlin of The Day, 
and the comments therein, whilst 
more or less factual, however, do 
not give the complete picture. 
The item in question notes that: 
“Sverdlin was told that Jewish 
history of Canada dates back 
some 200 years when a Jewish 
merchant discovered Labrador for 
the British crown.” My history 
of Canada must have been sadly 
neglected in that I was taught 
—American history agrees with 
Canadian history in this instance 
—that such personalities as Hen- 
ry Cabot, Hudson and_ others 
wers responsible for the discov- 
ery of Labrador. However, there 
is a documented story to the ef- 
fect that a Jewish  ship-owner 
from Holland, Joseph de la Pen- 
ha or Joseph de la Penja, sighted 
what is now Labrador in the year 
1677 and claimed the territory 
for William III of England who 
was also sovereign of Holland. 


The story continues that about 
1697 Joseph de la Penha saved 
the life of King William III anl 
as a result the King granted de 
la Penha of Rotterdam, Labrador 
with the condition that one per 
cent of all goods or wares which 
shall be exported to. be paid to 
the King’s treasury forever by 
de la Penha and his heirs. As the 
Canadian Jewish historian, Ben- 
jamin G. Sack, in his book, “His- 
tory of the Jew in Canada” then 
observed: 


“Joseph de la Penha never 
availed himself of the grant, 
nor did his heirs ever lay claim 
to it although they were aware 
that a document confirming 
their right to the land was 
somewhere in existence. It was 
only some 225 years later that 
in an attempt to verify their 
title to the territory, they pre- 
sented a claim to the Privy 
Council, the highest judicial 
authority in England. One of 
the claimant heirs was Isaac de 
la Penha, a descendant of Jo- 
seph de la Penha and cantor 
of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Congregation in Montreal.” 

To keep the records straight it 
might be observed that according 
to the Canadian census of 1941 
the Jewish population of Winni- 
peg numbered 17,389. To com- 
plete the picture there are two 
Anglo-Jewish weeklies in Winni-

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Frau Koch Will Be Tried By German Court, Is Promise; 
N.Y. Times Blasts Army Clemency For More Nazis 


NEW YORK-—A new bid to try Ilse Koch, 
this time in German courts, was offset this 
week by an Army announcement that an army 
commission has recommended that death sen- 
tences for a limited number of 139 Nazis be 
set aside. 

The commission report drew a sharp blast 
from the N.Y. Times which demanded edi- 
torially that the whole issue of easier sen- 
tences for convicted Nazis get a complete air- 
ing. 

The editorial demanded a complete halt in 
such commutations until the Army had given 
the American public a complete explanation 
for the sudden outburst of clemency. 

The promise to try Frau Koch, the Buchen- 
wald sadist, came from Dr. Philip Auerbach, 
a Bavarian state official, who said that she 
would be brought before a court and that for- 
mer German inmates of the Buchenwald camp 
were backing the demand. 

In Munich, meanwhile, Gen. Lucius D. Clay, 
military governor of the American zone who 
commuted Frau Koch’s sentence from life to 
four years, said the case was being recon- 
sidered. He said the Judge Advocate's office 


evidence for a new trial but indicated he 
doubted it. 

In Washington, Secretary of War Kenneth 
Royall said that the cleraency proposals from 
the commission foiiowed charges of “irregu- 
larities in trial procedures” from the Nazi de- 
fendants. 

Despite the fact that the U. S. Supreme 
Court refused to review the death sentences, 
the Army went ahead with its own review and 
the findings for clemency. Royall declined to 
say how many death sentences had been set 
aside. 

Among the 139 Nazis were some involved 
in the Malmedy massacre when unarmed 
U.S. Army airmen had been murdered by the 
Nazis in cold blood.

WHAT MARKS A REAL EXPERT 
IN STUDY OF ANTI-SEMITISM?

@ENTISTS presumably are human beings with tender feelings 
and no doubt it is as painful for them as for more ordinary 
ipdividuals to have their work criticized. Yet it is as important 


9 make the findings. 

It is equally true that the crit- 
jisms need examination, as in 
fhe case of & critical study 
the first effort to develop a 
gale for the measurement of an- 
4Semitism in individuals. 

Last week this department pre- 
gnted a summary of a study by 
Lillian Kay Wald (Frame of Ref- 
erence in Pro and Anti Evalua- 
tions of Test Items, Journal of 
Social Psychology, Feb., 1947) of 
the Levinson-Sanford scale for 
the measurement of anti-Semi- 
tism. 

Basic Issue 

Miss Wald was out to determ- 
jne whether the statements in the 
gale actually were considered as 
antiSemitic. This is a basic issue 
in the scale because psycholog- 
ists Levinson and Sanford dis- 
missed as pointless any attempt 
#0 measure tolerance. They made 
wl of the 52 items in their scale 
statements presumably hostile to 
Jews, 

Miss Wald chose 10 of the 52 
satements (which were statisti- 
ally representative of the entire 
sale) and presented them to three 
groups of students. They were 
asked to say whether they con- 
sidered the statements as friend- 
ly to Jews, anti-Semitic, or doubt- 
ful, 

The first group was made up 
of professional and non-profess- 
ional Jewish and non-Jewish staff 
members of an organization con- 
cemed with the study and battling 
of anti-Semitism. 

Thé second group was made up 
of Jewish women, also members 
of a group combatting Jew ha- 
tred, 


The third group was made up 
of Jewish and Gentile students 





scientific research to reveal weaknesses in the research as it is

Miss Wald’s findings boil down 
to two points: 

1. The non-Jewish group com- 
batting anti-Semitism rated 
more statements as anti-Semitic 
than any other group. 

2. The combined groups of 
all of the separate groups ex- 
cept the non-Jewish students, 
rated more statements “doubt- 
ful” than “friendly.” 

Miss Wald concluded that the 
statements are not always judg- 
ed as anti-Semitic. If her findings 
are at all valid, they cast doubt 
on a pioneering and significant 
effort to really measure hatred in 
individuals. 

What Was Proved? 

There are some complicated 
theoretical issues involved in Miss 
Wald’s study and there would be 
little gain in exploring most of 
them here. But some comments 
are in order which raise ques- 
tions as to whether Miss Wald 
has demonstrated what she 
claims to demonstrate and 
whether the demonstration is an 
important criticism of the scale. 

It is difficult to see what point 
there is in asking Jews to decide 
on the anti-Semitism of any giv- 
en statements. Jews are hardly 
able to take an objective attitude 
toward this social cancer, simply 
because they are its targets. To 
the extent that Miss Wald’s study 
depends on the qualifications of 
her subjects, we can toss out the 
reactions of the Jewish subjects. 

The second point to be raised 
is that, if the reports of the Jew- 
ish subjects are cancelled, Miss 
Wald’s findings seem to demon- 
strate the opposite of her report-

MUNICH — (JTA) — Richard 
Wendler, a former high official

But let’s take a look at the 
theory. On what basis are Miss 
Wald’s experts actually experts? 
This issue is not raised in the 
study at all, and yet it is certain- 
ly a fundamental one. 

An expert in atomic research 
is an individual who has acquired 
and mastered a certain very spec- 
ific body of theoretical knowlede 
and has demonstrated by applica- 
tion of his knowledge that he is 
an expert. 

An expert in anti-Semitism is 
strictly a theoretical proposition. 
What Miss Wald actually was try- 
ing to learn was whether presum- 
ably qualified people thought the 
10 representative statements of 
the scale really were hostile to 
Jews, 

The opinions of the liberal- 
minded non-Jews in this study 
are certainly of interest, but there 
is no scientific yardstick to prove 
that they are any better than 
those of the two _ psychologists 
who designed the scale, 

If it boils down to the question 
of which are the better experts, 
protagonists may speak either 
for Miss Wald’s non-Jews or for 
the psychologists. But this is 
hardly something which—at this 
stage of knowledge of anti-Semi- 
tism—can be rated on any yard- 
stick.

territory which the Jewish state 
would lose under terms of the 
Bernadotte proposals. 


Aubrey S. Eban, head of the Is- 
ralei mission to the U.N., in a let- 
ter to the President of the Secur- 
ity Council, charged the U.N. with 
failure to remedy six “grave vio- 
lations of the truce on the Arab 
side” which jeopardized the posi- 
tions and interests of Israel. 

Emphasizing that his state- 
ment did not attempt to list all 
Arab violations, Eban declared 
that themajor violations cited 
had a “lasting detrimental effect 
on the position of Israel. In all 
these cases, the U.N. represen- 
tatives have not been able to give 
effect to their rulings which the 
Arabs systematically disregar- 
ded,” he charged.

Experts Give Plan 


For Israel Flag Design 

TEL AVIV, (JTA)—A special 
committee of experts designat- 
ed to recommend an official Is- 
raeli flag this week announced 
that it had decided on the fol- 
lowing pattern for the Jewish 
state’s emblem: A white back- 
ground with two blue strips on 
both the right and left sides 
and with the Shield of David in 
the center. 

The Israeli crest would be a 
gray Chanukah lamp with sev- 
en branches against a blue 
background and containing sev- 
en Terzl stars. At the bottom 
right would be a Shofar while 
at the bottom left would be the 
traditional Esrog (citron) and 
palm branch. 





Bavarian Emigres 
Must List Property 


MUNICH—(JTA)—Jews resid- 
ing in the province of Bavaria 
who plan to emigrate to Israel, 
or elsewhere, must submit a list 
of all personal property they ex- 
pect to take with them to the 
Export-Import Department of 
the Bavarian government, it was 
announced here by Hans Tichau- 
er, head of the department. 

State Secretary Hugo Geiger 
assured a delegation from the 
Jewish Agency, the Central Jew- 
ish Committee and the office of 
the Commissioner for Racial 
Persecutees that the Bavarian 
authorities will make every effort 
to aid the emigrants take along 
all personal effects listed by 
them. Such items as machinery 
and tools intended for profes- 
sional use abroad must be listed 
and submitted to the Ministry of 
Economics. 





Discrimination There, Too 

LONDON — (JTA) — Persons 
seeking to apply for admission to 
Australia must now fill out ap- 
plication forms which request 
specifically “whether the appli- 
cant is Jewish,” it was learned 
here. The application, described 
as Form 47, was issued by au- 
thority of L. F. Johnson, official 
printed for the Australian Com- 
monwealth.

Council To Candidates 

NEW YORK—tThe anti-Zionist 
American Council for Judaism 
notified four presidential candi- 
dates this week that “no organ- 
ization of Jews and no individual 
Jew can speak for all Jews in the 
United States on the Bernadotte 
plan, or on any other issue.” 

Lessing J. Rosenwald, Council 
president, said that despite the 
“slander of anti-Semities and 
others that there is a so-called 
‘Jewish’ vote, we affirm that 
Americans of Jewish faith, like 
all other patriotic Americans, 
cast their ballots in accordance 
with their broad political and 
economic interests and not on 
the basis of any single or nar- 
row sectarian issue.” 


Rosenwald said that public 
Statements on Count Folke 
Bernadotte’s final plan for 
Palestine “notably by those af- 
filiated with the Zionist move- 
ment,” were the reason for the 
notification to the candidates. 
“If we Americans are to re 
main a united people our political 
life must not encourage or even 
tacitly accept pressures of 
groups based on extra-national 
attachments,” Rosenwald said. 
The wire was sent to President 
Truman, Thomas E. Dewey, 
Henry A. Wallace and Norman 
Thomas. 


Hitler's Top Killer 


Active In Austria 


VIENNA (WNS) — Adolph 
Eichmann, infamous Gestapo 
leader and Hitler’s expert on 
Jewish affairs, is spearheading a 
movement to revive nazism in 
Austria, according to rumors cir- 
culating in well-informed circles 
here. 





Eichmann, who directed the 
extermination of Europe’s Jewry, 
is a native of Sarona, former 
German settlement near Tel 
Aviv which has been renamed 
“Hakiryah” and made the seat 
of the Israeli Provisional Gov- 
ernment, was responsible for the 
alliance between the ex-Mufti of 
Jerusalem and Nazi leadership. 
He is belieevd to have engineered 
the Mufti'’s flight to Germany 
during the war. Several months 
ago he showed up at Egypt, 
where he recruited German Naz- 
is to join in the Arab war 
against Israel.
